JUDGE BACKS 
MOSQUE APPEAL 


THE long-running bid to build a 
mosque in Dudley has taken a new 
twist after Muslim leaders won the 
right to a second High Court appeal. 

One of the country’s most senior judges 
claimed there could be ‘political’ motivations 
to allegedly block the scheme as he allowed 
Dudley Muslim Association to take its case to 


the Court of Appeal. 

Dudley Council launched 
a legal bid to reclaim land, 
in Hall Street, which had 
been earmarked for the 
site of a new multi-million 
pound mosque. 

The association lost its in¬ 
itial appeal after its defence 
against the move was struck 
out at at the High Court. 

But now the association 
has been granted the chance 
to mount a second appeal 
after Judge Sir Stephen Sed- 
ley ruled there was an ‘argu¬ 
able’ case the council may 
have committed an ‘abuse 
of power’ over its dealings 
with the association. 

The case will be heard 
at the Court of Appeal at a 
date to be confirmed later 
this year. If it is successful, 
it will then go to trial. 

Defence 

In February, High 
Court Deputy Judge David 
Halpern upheld the coun¬ 
cil’s decision to throw out 
the plans. He said while the 
association may have been 
able to resist the council’s 
claim, it had failed to serve 
a ‘credible’ defence. 

But at the latest court 
hearing Sir Stephen dis¬ 
agreed, finding the asso¬ 
ciation had successfully 
pleaded in its defence there 
was a so-called ‘legitimate 
expectation’ that the council 
would extend a deadline for 
the development. 

He said: “The associa-

tion missed the deadline for 
completion of the mosque 
because the MBC [Dudley 
Council], which had set the 
deadline, had in practice 
made it untenable by a suc¬ 
cession of steps it took in re¬ 
lation to planning consent.” 

These steps he said were 
both ‘political’ - including 
asking the association to 
abandon its planning appli¬ 
cation pending local elec¬ 
tions in case ‘political capital 
was made’ - and ‘substan¬ 
tive’, including ultimately 
refusing permission against 
its own officer’s advice and 
then seeking to challenge a 
Government inspector’s de¬ 
cision to grant consent on 
the association’s appeal. 

The association has ar¬ 
gued it had a ‘legitimate 
expectation’, based on a 
September 2006 letter from 
the then council chief exec¬ 
utive Andrew Sparke that 
the council would set a later 
target date for the planning 
issues to be resolved. 

Sir Stephen added: 
“There seems to me to be a 
two-pronged case available 
to the association on the 
pleadings and the uncon¬ 
tested evidence.” 

Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks said: “The 
council will consider the lat¬ 
est decision, will continue to 
follow the court process .”

THE UK Independence Par¬ 
ty has been basking in the 
sunshine of success in the 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tions, despite one of their 
three new West Midland 
MEPs making umbrellas for 
a living. 

But while UKIP enjoyed 
their victory with seven 
seats up for grabs in the re¬ 
gion, there was nothing for 
the Liberal Democrats to 
celebrate having lost their 
only West Midlands seat in 
the Brussels parliament. 
Labour, meanwhile, doubled 
its tally of MEPs. 

The Conservatives won 
two seats having previously 
held three. Former UKIP 
MEPs Mike Nattrass and 
Nikki Sinclaire, who both 
formed breakaway Euros¬ 
ceptic groups, also lost their 
seats. 

Newly-installed Dudley 
Councillor, Bill Etheridge, 
has had a double celebration 
after winning the votes to 
become a UKIP MEP. 

Mr Etheridge, aged 44, 
had already stood as UKIP’s 
candidate to be the West 
Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner in 2012 but 
came fourth behind Labour, 
the Tories and an independ¬ 
ent candidate. 

The victorious Mr 
Etheridge declared: “The 
future’s bright, the future’s 
purple.” 

And he said he would 
continue to serve as a local 
councillor, despite his new 
job in Brussels. 

Newly elected MEP Jill 
Seymour, aged 56, declared 
that voters were ‘fed up’ of 
the ‘same old rhetoric and 
spin’ as she celebrated with 
supporters and her husband 
Brian, aged 77. 

Umbrella-maker and 
fellow new MEP James 
Carver, aged 44, has been 
with UKIP since 1996. 

Newly-elected member 
Neena Gill, aged 57, was an 
MEP for Labour from 1999 
to 2009 but lost her seat 
in the last election. Second 
on Labour’s list was Sion 
Simon, aged 45, the former 
Erdington MP. 

Meanwhile, Tory MEP 
Philip Bradbourn, aged 62, 
has now held his seat in 
Brussels since 1999.Anthea 
McIntyre, aged 59, was not 
elected in the 2009 poll but 
got her seat after officials 
within the European Parlia¬ 
ment decided the West Mid¬ 
lands should have another 
seat.

Passenger 
safety is 
focus for 
specials 

A DOZEN new volunteer of¬ 
ficers are now patrolling the 
buses, trams and trains of 
the West Midlands, as part 
of a scheme to crack down 
on crime. 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner Bob 
Jones said the Special Con¬ 
stables had just completed 
their training, and were 
now supporting the regular 
officers serving on the pub¬ 
lic transport network. 

The move forms part of 
the Safer Travel Plan, a 
joint venture between the 
police, public transport au¬ 
thority Centro and bus op¬ 
erator National Express. 

Mr Jones added that 240 
high-definition closed-cir¬ 
cuit television cameras has 
also been installed at 23 
railway stations across the 
West Midlands, monitored 
from Birmingham. 

He added that reviews 
would be carried out at 
every railway station, tramp 
stop and bus station in the 
West Midlands looking at 
how they can make them 
make them less attractive 
to criminals. 

Mr Jones said since the 
plan was adopted in Septem¬ 
ber, the number of passen¬ 
gers who expressed worry 
about the behaviour of oth¬ 
ers passengers had fallen 
from 17 to 10 per cent.

GP may appeal over German locum's fatal blunder

Dr Stuart Gray - may appeal 


THE family of a father killed by a 
drugs overdose administered by 
an ‘incompetent’ doctor have de¬ 
scribed a decision not to extradite 
him to the UK as a ‘green light for 
charlatans’. 

David Gray, aged 70, died in 2008 
after being given an overdose of 
painkillers by a German locum who 
was working his first shift for an 
out-of-hours service. 

The pensioner’s family wanted Dr 
Daniel Ubani to face trial in the UK 
over the death. But this has been 


rejected by German authorities 
who prosecuted him in his home 
country. 

The decision was upheld by the 
European Court of Human Rights, 
which ruled it had found no viola¬ 
tion of human rights after exam¬ 
ining the family’s claim that the 
German investigation was flawed. 

Following the ruling, Mr Gray’s 
sons, Stuart, a GP from Blakedown, 
and Rory, said they are looking into 
whether they could lodge an appeal. 

Dr Gray, who works at Church 


View surgery in Halesowen Road, 
Cradley Heath, said the case had 
got wider ramifications for the UK. 

“We need to digest this and go 
back to our lawyers and see if we 
can lodge an appeal or not,” he said. 

His brother Rory added: “Ger¬ 
man authorities convicted him of 
a minor misdemeanour. This is a 
green light for charlatans to go to 
other countries and do whatever 
they like.” 

A UK coroner recorded a verdict 
of unlawful killing at the inquest on 


Cambridgeshire grandfather-of-four 
Mr Gray. He described Mr Gray’s 
death as ‘gross negligence and man¬ 
slaughter’ and said Dr Ubani was 
‘incompetent’. 

Dr Ubani, 67, a Nigerian-born 
German citizen, who had been 
working for SuffDoc, part of the 
out-of-hours GP provider Take 
Care Now, at the time of Mr Gray’s 
death, was struck off in the UK. 

He is still able to work in Ger¬ 
many, where he was fined the equiv¬ 
alent of £6,168.

Assistant deputy Black 
Country coroner Angus 
Smillie said: “I am satisfied 
this is the body of Mark Wil¬ 
liam Palmer.” He adjourned 
the inquest for further in¬ 
formation. It will reopen on 
a date to be confirmed.

The centres are open dur¬ 
ing term-time and holidays 
for children aged from five 
to 14. 

They are designed to sup¬ 
port a child’s school educa¬ 
tion and have an emphasis 
on Maths and English.

It will bring the college’s IT, graph¬ 
ics, dance and drama departments 
under one roof. 

The work is the second phase of 


a redevelopment programme at the 
college and follows the construction 
of a £1.3 million maths centre, which 
opened in September. 

A steel frame has been in place at 
the site since the start of the year, 
with brickwork now under way. 

Once the project is finished, the cen¬ 
tre will be a two-storey building with 
large windows. 

Principal Sharon Phillips said: “The 
new £2.9 million arts block will pro¬ 
vide state of the art accommodation 


including a new student refectory 
which will double the size of the old 
one, plus new dance, drama, comput¬ 
ing and graphic design facilities. 

“The work is progressing well and 
the builders hope to complete the pro¬ 
ject at the end of October.” 

The college currently has to rent ac¬ 
commodation near to the campus with 
two IT suites and graphic rooms based 
at nearby Medusa House. It also rents 
space within Westwood House for 
dance and drama studios.

Both had admitted con¬ 
spiracy to burgle addresses 
in the three counties. 

Dc Dave Louden, of West 
Mercia Police, said the in¬ 
vestigation was launched 
when Toogood was arrested 
for three separate burglaries 
last June. 

He was found to be selling 
property from burglaries on 
free websites, and detectives 
analysed his phones and 
used data from Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition 
cameras to link him to about 
38 burglaries committed 
across the Midlands over the 
previous year. 

Through Toogood police 
were able to trace Brooks, 
and he could be linked to

about 20 of the burglaries. 

Dc Louden said: “This 
was a very complex and in- 
depth case involving West 
Mercia and various other 
police forces. 

“As the websites Too¬ 
good used were registered 
in Canada, it became an in¬ 
ternational inquiry, and we 
had to seek the permission 
of the authorities over there 
to access information about 
how he had used the inter¬ 
net to advertise and offload 
the stolen goods. 

“A lot of hard work went 
into bringing these charges 
against both Toogood and 
Brooks, and we are very 
pleased with the result.” 

In December, Toogood 
was given a 32-month sen¬ 
tence forthree burglaries 
for which he was arrested 
in June. 

Last autumn West Mercia 
Police launched Citadel, a 
scheme aimed at reducing 
burglaries. 

The otactics included 
greater analysis of crime 
patterns and co-ordinated 
use of new technology.

PROFESSIONAL black¬ 
mailers are luring men and 
boys in the Black Country 
into online video sex chats 
and then threatening to 
post the footage on the in¬ 
ternet unless their victims 
pay thousands of pounds 
into offshore bank account- 
sy. 

Details have emerged 
after police in the West Mid¬ 
lands received eight such 
reports in recent months, 
including two occasions 
where the offenders actually 
carried out their threats. 

Target 

These include cases in 
Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Detectives say offenders 
usually target their victims 
by adding them as a friend 
on social media sites or by 
befriending them in inter¬ 
net chat rooms. They will 
then flirt with their victims 
and lure them into video 
conversations, during which 
both parties engage in sex¬ 
ual acts. 

In the hours after the con¬ 
versation ends, the offender 
will send a message to the 
victim requesting cash. 
They also attach a screen 
grab of the video as proof 
they have the footage and 
threaten to post it online if 
the money isn’t paid.

Actress tells of racist arson attack on family

COMEDIAN and actress Dawn 
French said racists tried to burn 
down her house when she was mar¬ 
ried to Dudley-born comic Lenny 
Henry. 

The Vicar Of Dibley star has 
opened up about the racist abuse 
she suffered while married to him. 

She said their house nearly burnt 
down in an arson attack while the 
couple slept. 

She said: “It was massively shock¬ 
ing to me. Someone put an oily rag 
through our front door and tried to 


burn us down. Luckily I woke up 
and smelt it, otherwise I’m not sure 
we would be here.” 

The 56-year-old, who has a mixed- 
race daughter Billie, 23, with Lenny 
is concerned that racist attitudes 
have not changed in 30 years, and 
said her daughter and ex-husband 
are experiencing racism by stealth. 

The Welsh-born TV star said: 
“It’s the little snidey comments or 
things people think it is OK to say, 
a kind of gradual erosion that I find 
particularly dangerous.” 


Last month, a UKIP council can¬ 
didate resigned from the party after 
making offensive comments about 
Lenny Henry. 

William Henwood suggested he 
should emigrate to a “black coun¬ 
try”, and was due to stand for the 
party in next month’s election in 
Enfield, north London. 

Minorities 

The comments were picked up by 
social media users who pointed out 
that he was from the Black Country. 


Mr Henwood, aged 66, was com¬ 
menting on Lenny’s calls for more 
people from ethnic minorities to be 
represented on TV. 

Lenny replied on the social media 
site tweeting: “loving the ‘but hang 
on, Lenny IS actually from the 
Black Country’ rejoinders...price¬ 
less. . .thanks for having my back.” 

The couple split up in 2010 after 
25 years of marriage, and had pre¬ 
viously spoken of other racist abuse 
they suffered as a mixed-race cou¬ 
ple.

Care role for 
thousands 
of children 

THOUSANDS of children, 
some as young as five are 
caring for their parents in 
the West Midlands, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

The Children’s Society 
has published statistics 
which show that across the 
region, there are 12,527 
young people who are under 
the age of 16 providing un¬ 
paid care. 

In Sandwell 803 children 
are young carers while the 
statistics also show that 
615 children in Dudley are 
looking after their parents, 
siblings and other family 
members. 

Responsible 

Figures for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton show 594 children are 
carers along with 665 young 
people in Walsall and 936 
children in Worcestershire 
who responsible for look¬ 
ing after someone at home. 
In Birmingham that figure 
jumps to 2,697 children. 

The charity says it has 
released the figures as it 
wants to highlight the bur¬ 
dens young carers are facing 
across the region and the 
consequences on their edu¬ 
cation and childhood.

The covers 
had the logos of clubs in¬ 
cluding Wolves, West Brom¬ 
wich Albion and Manchester 
United. Others were deco¬ 
rated with the trademarks 
of designer labels and even 
DC Comics’ Superman logo. 

Degun, of Salisbury Road, 
Moseley, pleaded guilty to 
one count of offering for 
sale a mobile phone cover 
bearing the trademark of 
West Bromwich Albion. The 
47-year-old also admitted 
a further 16 counts of pos¬ 
session, for the purposes of 
sale, phone covers bearing 
the trademarks of football 
clubs and designer labels. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Dudley 
trading standards, said ac¬ 
cording to documentation 
1,355 covers had been pur¬ 
chased. Around 250 had 
been sold but the remainder 
will be destroyed. 

Mr Jackson said Degun 
had ‘taken responsibility’ 
for his firm’s decision to sell 
them. Degun was ordered to 
carry out 60 hours of unpaid 
work and to pay costs of 
£4,506. A confiscation order 
was also made for £10,162, 
the amount Degun would 
have made. 

Miss Kristin Montgom¬ 
ery, defending, said Degun 
had reviewed his business 
practices to ensure it did not 
happen again.

Derek defiant 
over dementia 



Army veteran has been 
suffering for the past three 
year but remains positive, 
as TIM SPIERS found out 

DEREK Bishop has lived with a 
condition that affects 800,000 
people in the UK - and chang¬ 
es the lives of millions more. 

Figures show that one in three people 
who die over the age of 65 have demen¬ 
tia. 

But army veteran Derek sees the con¬ 
dition a bit differently, keeping a positive 
attitude in the face of what can often be 
something very debilitating. 

Dementia can have a devastating im¬ 
pact and lead to memory loss, confusion, 
mood changes and difficulty with day-to- 
day tasks. 

But the 81-year-old, who has lived 
with the condition for years says he just 
tries to take it all ‘in his stride’. 

“I look at people with dementia and I 
feel sorry for them,” he says. 

He was first diagnosed with demen¬ 
tia three years ago but still lives inde¬ 
pendently with his wife Sandra, still gets 
himself dressed every day and still goes 
shopping. 

The Wombourne pensioner was told 
that his dementia began after he suffered 
a stroke. He saw a number of doctors and 
specialists and went through various 
tests before he was diagnosed. 

“I was not worried, I felt fine,” he said. 

“I feel happy that I can still do the 
jobs that I can do. But this morning I 
was rushing to get the paper so I got the 
wrong one.” 

The former lorry driver, who served 
in the Royal Engineers in Egypt in the 
1950s, said his dementia does not affect 
him much. 

Sandra, 78, said getting support is es¬ 
sential, though. 

The couple think they have been mar¬ 
ried around 60 years, although neither 


could remember the exact date. Sandra, 
who herself suffers with other health 
problems which affect her mobility, 
said: “It is a full time job. We have help 
from the support workers and it is vital. 

“When Derek went to the doctors he 
told them he thought he was getting 
forgetful, but he hadn’t said anything 
to me. I was surprised when he was di¬ 
agnosed.” 

Despite his condition Derek still talks 
about trips to Australia and recalls 
phone calls with friends, visits out there 
and how he used to love gardening and 


growing vegetables. His mobility means 
he cannot work in the garden any more, 
but he is by no means housebound. 

“I didn’t do much before but now I go 
to the day centre three times a week,” 
he said. We do things like play cards, 
watch television and listen to music. 

“Sometimes we go on day trips when 
the bus picks me up and we go to the 
pub for meals, we don’t drink though. 

“I have got lots of friends there.” 

His wife added: “He’s got a better so¬ 
cial life than me, he’s well liked. 

“Since he’s had dementia he’s had 


more of a social life than ever before.” 
The couple have three children, six 
grandchildren and one great grand¬ 
child. 

They have a great deal of help from 
their children, while support workers 
from Carewatch in Shropshire visit 
every day to assist him. 

Debbie Wilkinson is field care man¬ 
ager at Carewatch and said Derek and 
Sandra were a wonderful couple. 

“They work as a team,” she added. 

“Derek knows he has dementia but it 
can progress to a point that he will not 
remember. He thinks it does not affect 
him all that much but Sandra and the 
carers will tell you that it affects him 
more than he thinks. 

“Despite this he still lives a full and 
happy life. He goes to the local shop for 
some milk or bread and 1 know that the 
staff there know him and where he lives 
so that if he gets confused they can walk 
him back home or provide suitable as¬ 
sistance.” 

Staff from Carewatch, based at Staf¬ 
ford Park in Telford, have been visiting 
the couple for more than a month. 

Derek’s story was highlighted to co¬ 
incide with Dementia Awareness Week. 

The Alzheimer’s Society chose ‘open¬ 
ing up’ as the theme for this year’s cam¬ 
paign. Miss Wilkinson added: “Dementia 
can be a scary thing but Derek is the 
perfect example of how you can live well 
with dementia. 

“This example should show people 
who may be feeling ashamed or confused 
that seeking help can be a positive step 
and open the door to a fulfilled life while 
living with the illness.” 

Dementia describes different brain 
disorders that trigger a loss of brain 
function. Alzheimer’s disease is the most 
common, affecting 62 per cent of those 
diagnosed. But there are more than 100 
types , with vascular dementia is the sec¬ 
ond most common. It is caused by prob¬ 
lems in the supply of blood to the brain. 

Symptoms include problems with 
speed of thinking, concentration and 



IT’S about time councils 
scrapped this system of elect¬ 
ing a third of its members three 
years out of four.

Contrast that with somewhere 
like Walsall, where a coalition of 
Tories and Lib Dems were cling¬ 
ing on by a thread until Thursday 
and had only set out cuts for the 
next year, rather than the coming 
five as has happened in Wolver¬ 
hampton where Labour had too 
many councillors to shift. 

Being stuck in a coalition is 
no political party’s idea of a 
good way to run local govern¬ 
ment but knowing that, for bet¬ 
ter or worse, it has to last a long 
time at least forces everyone to 
knuckle down and get on with it. 

As it stands, Walsall has to go 
through all this again next year. 
Labour will try to make friends 
with some independents. The 
Tories will try to find common 
ground with UKIP. 

Was it the leaders who were 
the biggest liabilities on polling 
day? Whether it was Ed Milib¬ 
and’s messy attempt to eat a ba¬ 
con sandwich, David Cameron 
ringing for a chat or Nick Clegg 
in a Birmingham cash-and-carr- 
ythey have gone to great lengths 
to appear in touch. 

The attempt generally fails 
thanks to the stage-managed 
public appearances and army 
of aides and advisers who guide 
them about. 

Nick Clegg said three times 
in Brum that leaving the EU 
would be ‘economic self-harm’, 
as though he were crow-bar- 
ring in prepared sound bites 
to any question where it might 
just about work.Ed Miliband got 
a standing ovation in Walsall, 
twice - but that’s easy when the 
only people invited to the meet¬ 
ing are people already on the La¬ 
bour mailing list. 

And David Cameron ring¬ 
ing the Express & Star himself, 
rather than having an aide do it 
then pass him the phone, was so 
perfectly ‘normal’ it had to have 
been pre-planned.Nigel Farage, 
meanwhile, is not remotely nor¬ 
mal - for a politician. He’s a 
wealthy, public-school educat¬ 
ed former banker but smokes 
and knocks back the pints. The 
mainstream party leaders should 
start not trying abnormally hard 
to be normal.

Their daughter says they’re the 
best mother and father in the world. 

The couple from 
Dudley proclaim 
that they have 
had an amazing 
life together. On 
Tuesday they 
celebrated their 
platinum wed¬ 
ding with more 
than 20 members 
of their family at 
the Fountain Inn 
near their home 
in Gornal, after 
receiving their 
third telegram from the Queen. 

They met as teenagers during the 
the Second World War at Sedgley’s 
Cinema, which was nicknamed the 
Blood Tub, and soon began courting. 

Mona, aged 87 said: “I had gone to 
the cinema with my friend and Ron 
was sitting at the back with his friend 
and we were a couple of rows in front. 

“He asked if he and his friend could 
come sit with us and we really got on 
well. From then on whenever he saw 
me he would follow me and we began 
courting.” 

Three years later they tied the knot 
at Sedgley Catholic Church on May 
27, 1944. Ron, 89, said: “It was a re¬ 
ally lovely day and we had a big party 
afterwards, but things were difficult 
during the war.”

The couple eventu¬ 
ally moved to a house in Stickley Lane, 
which became their home for 40 years. 

Ron was miner at the Baggeridge 
pit and Mona worked at Scrim Man¬ 
ufacturing producing bandages for the 
war effort before eventually moving on 
to Rounds Bakery, where she spent 31 
years. She said: “Every day you could 
hear the miners going off to work and 


when Ron came back he would be ab¬ 
solutely black and we only had a small 
bath to wash him in. I used to have to 
scrub his back to get the coal dust off.” 

The couple, who live in Chiltern 
Close, also have a daughter, Pat, 63, 
six grandchildren and eight great 
grandchildren. Pat said: “They are the 
best mum and dad anyone could wish 
for. They would do anything for their 
family and they are the most caring 
people I know.” 

Ron said: “I think the secret to our 
long and happy marriage is that we do 
everything together.”

Harder work is needed to 
hear what local people say

I WANT to thank everyone 
in Dudley who voted Labour 
last week. 

In Dudley North, we 
held on to all our seats de¬ 
spite the UKIP surge which 
wiped out the Tory council¬ 
lors up for election. 

But it’s clear we’ve got to 
work much harder to listen 
to local people. 

I know people think poli¬ 
ticians in London are all the 
same and don’t care what 
people in places like Dudley 
think. My team and I knock 
on doors in Dudley and 
telephone residents every 
week, not just when there’s 
an election on. We send out 
surveys to find out what 
local people think all year 
round. 

And local people tell me 
there’s huge concern about 
issues like Europe and im¬ 
migration and that they are 
really struggling financially. 

I think we should have a 
referendum on Europe, but 
I don’t agree with the Con¬ 
servatives that we should 
have to wait until 2017. 

I said it should have been 
last week and I think we 
should get on with it now 
and make our minds up once 
and for all. 

We need a proper debate 
about the decisions that are 
taken in Brussels or Britain 
and the jobs that depend on 
our membership of the EU. 

People often tell me that 
politicians in Westminster 
don’t care what they’ve got 
to say about immigration, 
but I think it’s an important 
issue and politicians should 
be listening. 

I sent out a detailed sur¬ 
vey to every household in 
Dudley about the issue. I 


don’t think it’s racist to 
worry about the effects of 
immigration, or to say it 
should be controlled. 

If you want to live here 
you’ve got to be prepared 
to work hard and pay your 
way. You must obey the law 
and uphold our values of de¬ 
mocracy, equality, freedom, 
fairness and tolerance. And 
you must speak English be¬ 
cause that’s the only to play 
a full role in our society. 

When local people told me 
that border controls should 
be stronger, I pushed for 
a tough Australian-style 
points system and called for 
tougher citizenship and lan¬ 
guage tests. 

We should ban agencies 
and employers from hiring 
solely from abroad and crack 
down on those paying less 


than the minimum wage. 
Employers should also have 
to prove they’ve tried to hire 
locally and should train a 
British apprentice for every 
worker from abroad. 

I also want tighter border 
controls but it’s no use hav¬ 
ing tough rules if we don’t 
have the capacity to enforce 
them, and figures showing 
fewer people stopped and 
deported prove that govern¬ 
ment cuts to the UKBA are 
a huge mistake. 

I know how hard it is for 
local families to make ends 
meet. Here in Dudley most 
people are still seeing prices 
and bills are going up all 
the time but wages just stay 
the same, whatever Gov¬ 
ernment Ministers sat in 
London are saying about a 
recovery. We have promised 


we would freeze energy bills 
and get 200,000 homes built 
a year. We’ll cut tax bills 
with a new lower starting 
rate of tax and bring in a job 
guarantee for the young un¬ 
employed. 

Anyone who got their first 
job in the 80s will remember 
how low wages could be back 
then. I got my first job at 
McDonalds on Dudley High 
Street and was paid just a 
couple of quid an hour. 

Labour introduced the 
minimum wage in 1997, 
but low pay is still a prob¬ 
lem and British workers are 
some of the lowest paid in 
developed countries. 

That’s why I’m backing 
plans to restore the link be¬ 
tween hard work and decent 
pay by linking the minimum 
wage to average wages. 

I know how concerned 
people are about immigra¬ 
tion and Europe but it’s 
about time we had a look 
at some of UKIP’s other 
policies. For example, they 
think you should have to 
pay to see your GP and they 
want to privatise the NHS. 

They want to bring in a 
“flat tax” system. They say 
it would be simpler, but it 
would actually mean people 
on ordinary incomes pay¬ 
ing much higher taxes, but 
the very wealthy, people 
like multi-millionaire city 
banker Nigel Farage, would 
pay much less. 

They’d make it easier for 
employers to fire people, cut 
maternity pay, scrap your 
right to four weeks paid hol¬ 
idays and other rights. 

When people do look at 
UKIP’s policies they will see 
that this is not a party that 
is on their side. 
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FBI led swoops 
in Black Country 

THREE people have been arrested in the 
Midlands, including one in Halesowen, as 
part of an international operation coordi¬ 
nated by the FBI. 

The men, aged 19, 20 and 23, were ar¬ 
rested in Halesowen, Erdington and 
Newcastle-under-Lyme on suspicion of 
unlawful use of a remote access tool called 
‘Blackshades’. 

The operation targeted software which 
can remotely control computers and web¬ 
cams. The ‘malware’ is said to have infected 
more than 500,000 computers. Investiga¬ 
tors believe around 200,000 usernames and 
passwords of victims across the world may 
have been extracted by Blackshades users 
in the UK. 

Three men arrested from the Midlands 
have been released on police bail. 


Prolific shoplifting duo are 
locked up for spate of thefts 


TWO prolific shoplifters have each 
been locked up for 16 months for a 
series of thefts from Black Country 
stores. 

Daniela Brookes, aged 40, and her 
28-year-old partner Chloe Bird struck 
first at the B&M Bargain Store in Dudley 
on February 12, escaping with 15 tins of 
corned beef and a similar haul of salmon, 
worth £65, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Four days later they struck at the Sainsbury’s 


local store in Lower Gornal where £93 of food 
was stolen. The two women - Brookes had com¬ 
mitted 52 previous thefts and Bird 16 - were rec¬ 
ognised by police when they viewed CCTV from 
the shop and were soon arrested. 

They appeared in court on March 3 and were 
given bail but that did not stop their offending, 
explained Mr Simon Hunka, prosecuting. 

On March 16 they stole £50 worth of meat and 
cheese from the Spar convenience store in the 
Wordsley Green Shopping Centre in Stourbridge 
and the following day took cosmetics valued at 
£49 at the Wilkinson shop in Dudley where they 


were detained and arrested again, the court 
heard last week. 

Mr Colin McCarraher, defending both women, 
said they were driven by the need to get money 
to buy drugs. But he added: “They are now mak¬ 
ing strides to getting away from heroin.” 

Brookes is pregnant and expecting a child 
which the couple want to bring up together, the 
court was told. 

Brookes from Cole Street, Netherton, admit¬ 
ted four thefts while Bird ,of the same address, 
pleaded guilty to two of the thefts and asked for 
the other two to be taken into consideration. 


Scarlet fever 
cases increase 

MORE than 440 cases of scarlet fever 
were reported across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire in eight months — an 
increase of 500 per cent. 

There were 370 more children reported 
with the illness between last September 
and May this year compared to the same 
period for 2012/13, when the total was 74. 

Across the Black Country there were 
305 reports of the illness compared to 47. 

In Dudley there were 79 cases compared 
to 13 last year, Sandwell had 46 with nine 
the previous year and in South Stafford¬ 
shire there were 17 cases when there had 
been none. 

But bosses at Public Health England 
say the rate at which cases are being re¬ 
ported nationally is slowing down. 
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Cafe aiming to be at 
heart of community

A CAFE which the owners hope will become the ‘heart’ of 
its village has opened its doors, creating 20 part-time jobs. 

More than 200 people had applied to work at the new 
Sedgley venue. 

Family-run Cafe Cappella was officially opened by Ian 
Austin MP on Gospel End Street and already is proving a 
hit with residents. 

Serving homemade cakes, pork pies, scotch eggs and 
sandwiches with tea and coffee, the cafe is providing part 
-time work and experience for youngsters looking to get 
into the world of work. 

Businessman Brian Chappell, who opened the cafe along 
with manager and chef Lee Cox, said he has received 
around 200 applications from people. 

He said: “We bought the premises two and a half years 
ago, and the ground floor was clear and not really being 
used properly. I spoke to the local clergy at All Saints 
Church about the fact that Sedgley really hadn’t got a 
heart any more, so what we decided to do was set up a nice 
coffee lounge cafe that could be used by Sedgley people.” 

Hoarders put lives at 
risk, says fire chief 

LIVES are being put at risk by people who hoard posses¬ 
sion, a senior firefighter has warned. 

Peter Allington of West Midlands Fire Service said that 
people across the West Midlands were putting lives in dan¬ 
ger by piling up possessions into tightly packed rooms, 
increasing the risk of fire. He issued the warning during 
Hoarding Awareness Week, a initiative organised by the 
Chief Fire Officers Association to promote awareness of the 
risks of clutter. 

Mr Allington, community risk reduction officer, said fires 
spread much more quickly in buildings in which posses¬ 
sions were piled high, but the occupiers were often una¬ 
ware of the dangers. “Fires in properties where someone 
is hoarding create very specific risks and hazards,” he said. 
“Someone can start to hoard for a variety of reasons and 
don’t usually recognise the dangers it presents.”

Fury as work begins 
at village marina site 



A picturesque canal scene in the village near Dudley that is to attract more boats 


WORK has started on a 
controversial marina which 
could double the population 
of a village near Dudley. 

A site office has been moved 
onto the 22-acre green belt site 
at Swindon, South Staffordshire, 
signalling the start of a scheme 
which could see hundreds of nar- 
rowboat residents living in the 
village. 

Under the plans, fields off the vil¬ 
lage’s High Street will be flooded to 
provide berths for up to 199 boats. 

There will also be a 130-space car 
park, farm shop, tea room and viewing 
area. 

Farm 

The development, by Tim and 
Joanna Munday, owners of neighbour¬ 
ing Manor Farm, attracted nearly 300 
objections, but was finally given plan¬ 
ning permission at the end of 2010. 

Terry Carvin, who led a five-year 
campaign against the plans, admitted 
the battle was now lost, and fired an 
angry broadside at civic leaders who 
he claimed had let the village down. 

“There’s a severely hostile disposi¬ 
tion across the whole community be¬ 
cause we thought it would never go 
ahead,” he said. 

“The community feels it has been 
badly let down by the parish council, 
the district council and the local MP, 
Gavin Williamson.” 

However Mr Williamson said he 
had done all he could to ensure resi¬ 
dents’ views were heard but as an MP 
he had no powers over the planning 
process. 

Mr Williamson said he had success¬ 
fully objected to plans to increase the 
proposed number of berths 

The scheme was first put forward 
in 2009, and was met with immediate 
opposition from villagers who said it 


would lead to increased road conges¬ 
tion, pollution and a risk of flooding. 

South Staffordshire District Council 
finally granted permission in Decem¬ 
ber 2010, after Mr and Mrs Munday 
agreed to reduce the number of berths 
from 252 to 199. Six of the village’s 10 
parish councillors resigned in protest,. 

The campaign against the scheme 
was dealt a further blow when the 


Government said it would not inter¬ 
vene. But a further application, to 
increase the number of berths to 236, 
was thrown out by the district council 
Mr Carvin, chairman of Swin¬ 
don Marina Action Group, warned: 
“There’s not enough parking in Swin¬ 
don as it is, so how are we going to 
cope if there are another 1,200 to 1,300 
people in the village?”

Steven Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) GDC108353, who 
heads the teams at his North Street practice in Dudley, 
and other clinics across the region, says the invention 
has the potential to resolve all-too-common denture 
stability issues.

is not suitable for everyone, neither is it all patients’ first 
preference, but the Ultra Suction prosthetics offer yet 
another possibility. 

“The beauty of this affordable technology is that it can 
deliver for the right patient excellent denture retainer 


qualities without the invasive clinical procedures 
required for implant work. We have always endeavoured 
to be on the very cusp of clinical development and this 
is another ‘tool ‘in our commitment to ever-try to deliver 
results which are greater than patient expectations. 

“Lower dentures can often be troublesome as stability is 
compromised by shrinking gums and bone erosion - it’s 
all part of the ageing process.

Revellers leapt from 
taxi to launch assault 


THREE revellers leapt out of a 
taxi and launched a drunken 
attack on a group of people, a 
court heard. 

Corey Mason, Jason Painter and Ja¬ 
cob Bunn, both of Coseley, had been 
at a Wolverhampton nightclub when 
they saw a man gesticulating. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard they 
got out of the cab and became involved in a 
brawl with the man and two other victims. 

Mr Paul Reid, prosecuting, said: “An ar¬ 
gument ensued and there was some push¬ 
ing between Bunn and one of the victims.” 

Blows were exchanged and a woman who 
attempted to intervene was pushed over. 

Mason then kicked the first man in the 
face, as did Painter. A second man was 
struck and fell in the road and was kicked 
several time by Mason in the head and ribs. 

The court was told one victim was hos¬ 
pitalised with eye and neck injuries as a 
result of the assault on October 5 last year. 

Mr Reed added all three defendants had 
told police they had been drinking heavily. 

Miss Heidi Kubick, defending Mason, de¬ 
scribed him as a hard-working young man 
who would not ordinarily get involved in 
trouble. Ms Paula Bignall, for Bunn: “He 
is disgusted at how he behaved and knows 
what he did was entirely unacceptable.” 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, for Painter, said: “He 
is not the type of person to commit offences 
of any type. This was an isolated incident.” 

The court was told all three had previ¬ 
ously been of good character. 

Painter, aged 19, of Bank Street, and 
Bunn, 19, of Pear Tree Lane, pleaded guilty 
to assault occasioning actual bodily harm. 
Mason, 20, of Kidd Croft, Tipton, pleaded 
guilty to assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm and common assault. 

They were all given four-month prison 
sentences suspended for 12 months. 

Mason ordered to pay £900 compensa¬ 
tion. Painter and Bunn were ordered to 
complete 80 hours of unpaid work and to 
pay £750 and £300 compensation respec¬ 
tively.

This year’s gala is particularly 
poignant because it’s dedicated to the 
memory of Addison Cresswell, who 
came up with the idea for the show. 

Cresswell was a tour de force in the 
comedy world, acting as the agent for 
many of those appearing at the Gala, 
including Brand, Ross and Dee. 

He died suddenly of a heart attack 
in December last year, after which a 
spokesman said: Addison leaves 
behind a proud legacy in his tireless 
charity work, initiating and organising 
the annual Channel 4 Comedy Gala 
in aid of Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

“It was his dearest wish to raise 
enough to fund the opening of a 
brand-new wing of the hospital, a 
goal that is now in sight.” 

It’s fitting that many of those whose 
careers he gave at least a nudge to 
over the years are giving up their time 
to help a worthy cause that was so 
close to his heart.

Renault hits back in style 


By Graham Breeze 

The new Megane Coupe is likely 
to play a major part in complet¬ 
ing the rescue of the ailing Re¬ 
nault brand. 

It’s not been a good time in Renault 
land of late but the GT Line Tom Tom 
1.5 dCi is a real example of the com¬ 
pany striking back with a flash of real 
style. 

So how do you tell it’s a GT Line model? 
At glance the sporting character of the Tom 
Tom versions is evident by the lower ride 
height - reduced by 12mm compared to 
standard models in the range. 

The GT Line Megane has sporty looks 
and the diesel engine on the test car 
helped provide competitive performance 
with fantastic economy. 

At the front there is a special bumper 
design with a reshaped central air intake. 



Foglamps are housed in striking, dark 
chrome recesses either side of the bumper 
and there are black headlamp masks. It’s 
different from behind too. The bumper has 
a lower section finished in the body colour, 
which incorporates an aerodynamic diffus¬ 
er. 

The lowered suspension gives the 
Coupe a firm ride though, and I expected a 
bit more feedback and response from the 
steering. 

If you are looking to compare specs 
against main rivals such as Vauxhall Astra 
GTC and Volkswagen Scirocco you’ll find 
the Megane a cheaper buy, but you might 
lose out when it comes to trading in. 

The Coupe benefits from ABS with EBD 
brake assist, ASR traction control, Blue¬ 
tooth, Tom Tom live satellite navigation, 
cruise control a stability control system. 

The GT Line on test picked up rear park¬ 
ing sensors, aluminium sport pedals, Re-

windows. A leather pack with heated and 
height adjustable seats are an extra £1,250 
but probably worth the money because 
this is a low car and finding the right indi¬ 
vidual seating position takes a little time. 

There’s plenty of space up front, but a 
sloping roofline means rear seat space 
headroom is limited and legroom hard to 
find. But there is a well-shaped and spa¬ 
cious boot which just passes the gold club 
test and is more than capable of carrying 
normal luggage loads. 

There’s a top speed of 118mph but it 
takes the 1.5 diesel 12.1 seconds to reach 
62mph - I expected better. 


But it’s running costs that are this Re¬ 
nault stand out from the crowd with com¬ 
bined fuel figures of over 80 miles to the 
gallon. 

A week’s normal motoring normally 
costs me close on a tank of fuel - the Meg¬ 
ane was still above half full and I was only 
emitting 90g/km of C02 emissions. 

As always Renault put a high value on 
safety and this model comes with front, 
side and curtain airbags as standard and 
front seat airbags which are designed to 
stop you slipping under the seatbelts in a 
crash.

WOLVES are preparing another raid on 
Sheffield United - with Harry Maguire and 
Conor Coady firmly in their sights.

21, who spent the season on loan at Bramall 
Lane from Liverpool. And Molineux officials 
are weighing up a £lm offer for centre-back 
Maguire, who sources say wants to move 
from his home city after failing to sign a 
new deal. 

It is also understood Wolves are now 
favourites to land out-of-contract Peter-

borough captain and left-sided specialist 
Tommy Rowe, 25. 

Scouser Coady, 21, is well known to 
Wolves head of recruitment Stuart Webber, 
as he came through the ranks at Anfield 
when Webber was the Reds’ director of re¬ 
cruitment. 

Primarily a defensive midfielder, Coady 
made 50 appearances for the Blades last 
season, mostly as an anchorman alongside 
Michael Doyle. 

He has a year left on his contract and 


has scored six times, although he can also 
operate at centre-back. He has also made 
two appearances for Liverpool and has rep¬ 
resented England at every level from Un¬ 
der-Ids to Under-20s. 

He has captained England Under-17s to 
the UEFA European Championships tro¬ 
phy in 2010, the national side in the 2013 
Under-20s World Cup and was skipper of 
Liverpool’s Under-21s from May last year. 

Wolves are now preparing a seven-figure 
bid for the highly-rated 21-year-old. 

United are understood to be prepared 
to lose Maguire, but having seen the huge 


impact their former player Kevin McDon¬ 
ald has had at Molineux since his £250,000 
move, are anxious to prevent a repeat of a 
bargain exit and are expected to hold out 
for £lm. 

Maguire, who has been capped by 
England Under-21s, has been a virtual 
ever-present since 2011, making 164 ap¬ 
pearances.

Albion, who have also been alerted to the potential avail¬ 
ability of long-time target Fabio Quagliarella, are lining up 
potential new recruitsafter beginning a summer clearout 
by shedding 10 players from their squad.

The 6ft striker has scored 
twice in eight appearances 
for Brazil since making his 
debut in 2011 but has not 
figured in recent squads. 

Joselu, who was born in 
Germany to Spanish par-
